China Reds Out Of Korea 


U.S. Tells Counc Invading Communists 
Now. Total. 30,000; Forces Continue To Grow. 


LAKE SUCCESS (AP)—The United States today charged 
the Chinese Communists with direct military intervention in 


Korea, and urged the United 


Nations’ Security Council to 


require the Mao Tze-tung regime to withdraw its forces. 


“The Chinese Communists 
have imposed a grave danger 
upon the world—the danger that 
the present conflict may not be 
limited to the Korean area. The 
United States on its own behalf 
and in the exercise of the re 
sponsibilities of the unified com- 
mand has made every effort to 
do the same. We have souglit 
publicly to reassure the Chinese 
Communist regime that neither 
the United States nor the forces 
of the United Nations operating 
in Korea represent any threat 
to the territorial integrity or 
security of the legitimate inter- 
ests of states which border on 
Korea. 

“This council is the guardian 
of international peace and se- 
curity and must require the Chi- 
nese Communist regime to with- 
draw its forces from Korea and 
to refrain from further unlawful 
assistance, direct or indirect, to 
the North Korean aggressor.”

Just to 
cite only a few things: Installed heating and laundry plants, 
provided a power-sewing machine, baby-weighing scales, port- 
able X-ray machines, oxygen tents, electric cardiograph ma- 
chine, oxygen units and fittings, oxygen tanks, radio-extension 
cylinder for X-ray, diatherm machines, a midget kinetometer, 
sterilizers, pe and cystoscopic equipment, electric 
plaster cast-cutter, rescusitators, two cassetts for X-ray de- 
partment, operating tables. 

Complete furniture for private and sunrooms, incubators, 
electric urns, awnings, children’s cribs, electric fans, kitchens 
and bathrooms completely remodeled and equipped, wheel 
chairs, stretchers, radio for public wards, complete with sepa- 
rate earphone and plugs for each bed, frigidaires, deep freeze 
unit—and a host of other things. 


REHABILITATION AIDS 
(QCUPATIONAL THERAPY equipment and supplies, porch 
furniture and dishes were provided for the Rehabilitation 
Centre. Payments were made of outstanding bills for needy 
students and specia] nurses. provided; $5,000 was donated by 
the auxiliaries toward a foundation fund to help the de- 
pendents of veterans confined to hospitals, as weil as money 
raised to pay the cost of occupational therapy for long-term 
patients.

IKE ALL GOOD things, the W.A. movement started in a 

very small way. It was away back in 1865 in St. Catha- 
rines, Ont., that a band of 12 women, seeing the great need 
for a hospita] there, went from door to door soliciting dona- 
tions—of not less than 5 cents nor more than 50 cents. They 
also asked for gifts of cooking utensils and bed linen. With 
the money thus collected, they rented a house which was used 
as a hospital until 1873 when the first hospital in Ontario was 
opened and the first training schoo] for nurses founded. 

Those pioneer women built better than they knew. The 
work done by the W.A. of British Columbia for the hospitals 
is one of the greatest voluntary. undertakings in the interests of 
public welfare and, as such, should be appreciated. And, as I 
observed earlier, the variety of projects they employ to raise 
the necessary funds attests to their ingenuity, imagination, 
resourcefulness and, above all, to their spirit of self-sacrifice.

1,600 Admissions A Year 
To B.C. Mental Hospitals 


Five cents out of every tax 
dollar in B.C. ig spent on the 
care of the mentally ill, it is 
revealed in a paper prepared by 
R. A. Pennington, deputy pro- 
vincial secretary, who estimates 
the cost in this field will run 
to $70,000,000 in 10 years. 

Mr, Pennington recently re 
turned from a meeting of the 
American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion at St. Louis, Mo., where 
modern methods in treatment of 
mentally ill persqns were dis- 
cussed and mental hospital de- 
sign and management was re- 
viewed. 

On the B.C. outlook, the dep- 
uty provincial secretary notes 
that five persons out of every 
1,000 are in a mental hospital 
and that admissions to mental 
hospitals run at 1,600 a year. 

The bed capacity of mental 
hospitals in the province ap 
proximates the combined total 
of all other hospitals. 


MORE RESEARCH 

Mr. Pennington, whole depart- 
ment administers provincial 
mental hospitals, points to the 
need for more research in the 
mental iliness field of medicine. 

He says only 95 cents of évery 
$65 now spent on mental iliness 
now is used for research. 

Lack of outpatient climes In 
B.C. is noted by the deputy in 
his paper, also. He says there is 
great need for an observation and 
treatment centre for maladjusted 
youth, and rehabilitation and _re-

185 out of 435 seats. 

The campaign which closed last Mon- 
day night was a mixture of bitter domes- 
tic controversy in, several states and 
criticism of the administration's conduct 
of foreign affairs in general and its 
Asiatic policy in particular. It may be 
said that Mr. Truman's stock dropped 
considerably in the last week as it be- 
came evident that the war in Korea was 
taking a turn for the worse. The chief 
executive was not to know, of course, 
that a new North Korean offensive was 
about to start with the substantial assis- 
tance from Chinese Communists and 
modern Russian-made weapons, including 
jet fighters. What effect this temporary 
change in military fortunes in the Pacific 
arena had cannot be precisely evaluated. 
But the party in office, obviously, was 
the target at which the voting populace 
could direct its slings and arrows if it 
felt so inclined. 

One or two facets of the results of 
the voting as known at the moment are 
significant. The reelection of “Mr. Re- 
publican”—Senator Robert Taft in Ohio— 
fm spite of Labor’s concentrated efforts 
to defeat him is one. Another is the 
everwhelming victory ‘scored by Gover

Before the Korean war, we had let It 
be known that although we wouldn't 
promote Red China’s admission, we 
wouldn't veto it, either. The belief then 
was that the necessary votes for admis- 
sion could soon be mustered. The war 
sidetracked the issue, but the U.S. has 
not altered its official position. 

SHOULD CHANGE 

As of now, it should. It isn’t enough 
that the Chinese regime represents 400 
million people and successfully maintains 
order in Chinese territory. We ought to 
demand that Red China give firm evi- 
dence of its intent to live by the prin- 
ciples of the U.N. charter.

FOR THESE reasons the Atlantic na- 
tions ‘had to postpone the whole 
issue in the hope that the French will 
change their mirids. They left Washing- 
ton unshaken in their basic belief that 
Europe cannot be defended without the 
rearming of western Germany. 


That is the core of the problem but 
there are many other angles too com- 
plex and too secret for public discussion. 
The real question, however, is obvious 
enough—-when ave the sixty-odd paper 
divisions required for the defence of 
Europe going to emerge from mere 
paper into actual life? And even if they 
do emerge will they be enough to de- 
fend Europe or at least to deter Russia 
from attacking it? 

For security reasons this question is 
not answered but one fact emerges from 
the recent Atlantic meeting as clear and 
stark ag the Washington monument: 
The rearmament of America is not yet 


relling and will not foll for months to 


come. 


Tr IS commonly supposed that inflation 

is under way in America, that goods 
are getting short and prices rising be- 
cause the armament program is cutting 
sharply into civilian supplies. This is 
quite untrue. Our economy has hardly 
begun to feel the effects of rearmament 
simply because re-armament has not yet 
taken any sizable chunks of materials, 
machinery or manpower. 

Why, then have we felt inflation and 
a sharp rise in living costs during the 
last few months? Almost entirely for 
psychological reasons. America was set 
last spring for at least a mild recession 
by autumn. Then Uncle Joe moved into 
Korea and presented us with an unpre- 
cedented boom. Fi war, business 
rushed into the mar! to pile up sup- 
plies of raw materials and the ordinary 
householder rushed In to buy a car or 
a refrigerator, 


S “anticipatory buying” as the 
economists cali it was the biggest 
thing of its sort ever witnessed in 
America and it alone pushed prices up. 
By midsummer, 1951,. we shall feel 
the crunch of the rearmament program. 
The arms factories will then be using 
up machinery, manpower and materials, 
creating shortages of various goods and 
thus pressing prices upward. But it will 
have to be a mighty big program before 
it becomes as inflationary as the buying 
spree of last summer. 

In pure economics—as if any such 
thing existed—there is no reason for an 
inflation ag serious as that of the last 
six months, unless the armament pro- 
gram grows far beyond its present size. 
That is to say, if the people of America 
behave themselves and refuse to hoard, 
if labor is reasonable in its wage de- 
mands and if governments tax hard 
enough to hold public purchasing power 
down we need not fear a disaster. 


(THESE are big ifs. No one, literally 

no one can know, what is ahead of 
us In 1951—except perhaps Uncle Joe 
who, by scaring us and forcing us to 
arm, can inflate us like a balloon when- 
ever he likes.

THE HOME GARDEN 
Art In Preparing 


Fruit Tree 


By JACK G. BEASTALL 

Today ... Fence posts and 
fruit trees. 

You question the connection? 
After all, both are part of the 
home garden, and both are set in 
holes, so why not discuss them 
together? 

Fence posts, to serve their 
purpose adequately, must be set 
deep and firm in 
order that the 
fence will with- 
stand child and 
gale. The secret 
of firm setting 
is to make the 
hole just large 
enough to re 
ceive the post, 
and the less soil 
which is loos- 
ened, the more 
rigid the post will be. These 
narrow, deep holes are known 
as post-holes. 

The type of hole used for a 
fruit tree is diametrically op- 
posed to that used for a post. A 
fruit tree hole is large with 
lenty of loose soil beyond and 

low. A hole 16 inches deep and 
two feet in diameter is a fair 
average size, and the top soil 
should be well spaded for an- 
other two feet beyond. 

Never—take particular note of 
that word—never place manure 
ef any kind below the roots, nor 
mix it with the filling-in - soil. 
Loosen the subsoil, place some 
sods upside down in the bottom 
of the hole, chop them with the 


spade and cover with six inches | 


of your best top soil. 


Some roots will have been cut 
or damaged when the young | 


tree was dug at the nursery. To 
promote quick healing of the 
wounds, and prevent conditions 
favorable to disease, the jagged 
ends are trimmed smooth with 
a sharp knife or good secateurs. 
Should there be a knob or crook 
on ‘the .main stem about six 
inches above the roots, it indi- 
eates that the tree was budded 
to the rootstock, and this point 
should be kept a few inches 
above the finished soil level. 

Set the roots firmly on the

soil within the hole, throw in a 
little more top soil and wark it 
around and under the roots so 
that no air pockets remain. The 
best tool for this purpose is 
your hand. Next, a little more 
soil oVer the roots, then tread it 
firm, repeating the process until 
the roots are well covered. 
Finish the filling-in with the 
poor sub-soil. 

When fence posts are placed 
in post-holes, and fruit trees in 
fruit tree holes, success is as- 
sured,

Then he has an enormous 5 


amount of correspondence to 
deal with and innumerable of- 
ficial visitors to receive and they 
do not all arrive during what 
might be called normal office 
hours. 

Only the people in close daily 
contact with him can realize the 
amount of sheer physical drudg- 
ery and the constant strain 
there is in being a king. 


TIDY MIND 

It is of some help to King 
George that he possesses a natu- 
rally tidy mind and a capacity 
for neat and logical routine 
work. His broad flat-topped desk 
is always orderly (it irritates 
him intensely if anything is out 
of place there) and he is also 
extremely punctual. 

This “courtesy of kings” was 
instilled into him in childhood by 
Queen Mary, and has long since 
become. second nature. That 
others should not have the same 
meticulous appreciation of the 
value of time is something the 
King has never been able to 
understand. 

Despite her practical tempera- 
ment, the Queen is “not good 
with clocks” as she once ruefully 
confessed herself. She was not 
brought up against a royal back- 
ground and time was often only 
incidental In the lives of the big 
happy family who spent care- 
free, open-air days at ancient 
Glamis Castle. Now secretaries 
and ladies-in-waiting generally 
contrive diplomatically to keep 
the Queen's time-table reason- 
ably to schedule, but sometimes 
they find it quite impossible. 

For instance, when it is time 
to leave a party for the next ap- 
pointment, the Queen may prove 
to be completely engrossed in 
conversation, unaware of the 
passing minutes. But the Queen 
can never be interrupted. 

Going to her room to change 
in what would be ample time for 
a function, she perhaps pauses 
to make a telephone call or write 
a letter which takes longer than 
she had anticipated. Or her 
dressing may become protracted 
because, although her clothes 
she is to wear are always 
chosen beforehand so that her 
maid has them ready, the Queen 
may exercise the privilege of 
all women and chafge her mind 
about accessories or jewels. 
which adds on still more minutes. 


OFFERS APOLOGIES 


When the Queen does appear 
and finds other mémbers of the 
royal party waiting for her, she 
is always: sincerely surprised as 
to how it could have happened. 
and charmingly apologetic. 

Attending a London film premi- 
ere last summer, the Queen 
came out of her suite exactly 20 
minutes past the time the Royal 
car was due to leave the palace. 
“Oh, am I late?” she exclaimed 
at the sight of her frowning 
husband. 

What the King said to his wife 
as they sped towards their pa- 
tiently-waiting reception commit- 
tee was doubtless what any other 
husband would have remarked 
in the circumstances, but it can- 
not be reported because the royal 
limousines which are used on 
formal occasions are hermeti- 
cally sealed, not even the win- 
dows ever being opened. 

This ie to insure that the oc- 
cupants arrive in immaculate 
condition, not dishevelled by a

breeze. It also necessitates that 
the lady-in-waiting carefully 
arms herself with smelling salts 
in case they should be needed by 
any royal occupant. And nurses 
escorting the younger members 
of the Royal Family suffer some 
anxious moments as they watch 
the increasing effect of the air- 
lessness upon the complexions 
of their charges. 

But on informal occasions the 
Royal Family uses normally ven- 
tilated cars and the King will 
take the wheel himself if he can. 
He has ‘a marked mechanical 
mind and has an inherited col 
lection of. antique’ clocks and 
chronometers with which he 
would delight to tinker if he 
could find the time. 


WORKED WITH LATHE 

As Duke of York, he kept a 
small lathe in his study and 
would get up from his desk to 
make mechanical models and 
little radio sets. Now, as King, 
he can no longer indulge in 
such congenial hobbies, but stil! 
takes a number of technical and 
scientific periodicals which he 
studies with great interest in his 
exceedingly scanty leisure. 

Usually the King does his read- 
ing when he sits with the Queen 
after dinner in their private 
drawing-room at the palace. This 
is often his only relaxation of 
the day, though there is usually 
a brief “family session” immedi- 
ately after breakfast when Prin- 
cess Margaret comes in, and 
Princess Elizabeth frequently 
telephones and plans and ar- 
rangements for the day are dis- 
cussed. 

Very. occasionally the King 
joins the Queen at tea-time, but 
more habitually a tray is placed 
beside his desk in his study as 
he goes steadily on with his job. 
*But with the late evening the 
King can claim his armchair 
and read or listen to a favorite 
radio program, which will cer- 
tainly not be a highbrow one and 
is probably a variety show or a 
news talk. 

The big television set gets at- 
tention, too. The King likes the 
play productions best when he 
has a few brief minutes to spare 
between daytime engagements, 
he will come to the drawing- 
room and listen or look in at 
the sports events. 

The Wimbledon relays gave 
him great pleasure, for the King 
was a particularly fine tennis 
player himself as a young man 
and once entered the famous 
championships, though he did 
not reach the finals. 

The Queen sits opposite her 
husband, reading or embroider- 
ing, and Princess Margaret prob- 
ably joins them if she is spend- 
ing an evening at home. This 
is the hour when family matters 
generally are discussed.. There 
is a good deal of. domestic jok- 
ing, too, for the King has an al- 
most schoolboy sense of humor 


television fan. 
and is easily amused when he is 
in the mood. 

Gay, vivacious Princess Mar- 
garet brings many smiles into 
the King's blue eyes. He has 
found his .younger daughter’s 
lively wit entertaining ever since 
her childhood—she calls him 
“Daddy” and is the only person 
who ever teases the King. 

The King is frankly proud of 
Princess Elizabeth, grateful for 
her natural good sense and dig- 
nity and her acceptance of her 
duties as Heiress Presumptive 
to the Throne, but he has always 
been far more tolerant and in- 
dulgent towards Princess Mar- 
garet and constantly remarks on 
her likeness to her mother at the 
same age, when as young Prince 
Albert he first became aware of 
the little Lady Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon and fell in love with her. 

Today, when they are alone, 
the King and Queen still call 
each other “Bertie” and “Betty” 
as they did in those days when 
they became engaged. 

Before he goes to bed the King 
will usually drink a whiskey-and- 
soda, and during the evening he 
and the Queen will smoke 
several cigarettes. Occasionally 
there is a late night game of 
canasta which the Queen, who 
enjoys all card games and some- 
times plays patience, taught to 
the King when he was tecover- 
ing from his recent iliness and 
was forbidden active exercise. 

It cannot be said the King was 
an examplary patient during 
those trying days. Accustomed 
to his busy routine, he fretted 
constantly at the slowness of his 
recuperation, while his strong 
sense of responsibility often 
caused him to have official 
papers brought to his sofa for 
consideration when his doctors 
would have preferred him to rest 
completely.

Mayér Percy George cast the 
deciding vote which gave the go 
ahead to “ld. Harold Diggon’s 
special . City Hall committee 
recommendation. 

In asking that architects, Bir- 
ley, Wade and Stockdill be 
requested to sketch plans and 
submit an estimate for the new 
building. Ald. Diggon said it 
would be necessary to know 
what site would be used. 

Most mooted spot of the past 
few months was the Savary 
Estate at Cook and Pembroke 
where the Spencer Foundation is 
now constructing Welfare House. 
When the question was put -Ald. 
Christie said she must reiterate 
her opposition of the past year, 
She felt a location nearer town 
was needed. 

In the spirit of compromise 
Ald. Percy Scurrah suggested the 
matter wait another two weeks 
for a resurvey of sites. 


DISCUSSED FOR YEAR 

“This matter has been dis- 
cussed for a year now,” said 
Ald. Diggon. “We know exactly 
what the city owns in the dow 
town area of this city. It Is not 
wishful thinking. I am ad 
solutely opposed to south Pan- 
dora.” 

Ald. Christie has long pressed 
for the city to erect its welfare 
building in the 700 block Pan- 
dora on the site of the old Sun- 
shine Inn. 

“I know it is valuable property 
but what better use can we put 
fi to than for the citizens we 
are serving?” she asked. 

A suggestion that the old 
Cathedral site on Burdett and 
Bianshard, mooted as a future 
City Hall site, would be a géod 
location came from Ald. Frank 
Mulliner. _ Ald.

When the vote was taken

“It is not very expensive when 
you think you, can have a wash- 
ing machine for the price of a 
bottle of coke a*day, or an auto 
for the equivalent of a pack of 
cigarettes,” said Mr. Mackey.

For Teasing Animals 


Magistrate H. C. Hall may rest 
edsier for ‘eing lenient: to 
“Mickey,” ‘the pet dog of Cecil 
C. Duke, 870 Brett Street, who 
got his master into court for 
biting a meterman. 

In a letter addressed to the 
magistrate and received at the 
courthouse registry, O. I. Gil- 
bert, who gave his address as 
1503 15th Avenue W., Calgary, 
wished both the meterman and 
the magistrate the “most horri- 
ble death if Mickey were done 
away with or banished from his 
home.” . 

The writer, apparently under 
the assumption that the magis- 
trate had sentenced the dog to 
die or to banishment, decried 
the whole system of British jus- 
tice for pets In British Columbia. 

In his defence of the dog popu- 
lation, he even suggests that 
boys be put to death who tease 
animals,

“Just let me hope that the 
meterman and yourself, both die 
a horrible death if that sentence 
is carried out on that dear, harm- 
less: little dog.”

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Herring Catch 
Best For Years 


British Columbia fishermen 
have a winter bonanza—a record 
herring catch. 

It is the best in years and 
catches have been so heavy that 
oné company has called in its 
fleet to let sliorg plants catch up. 

There won't be any record so 
far as the number of tons caught 
—only In the length of time it 
takes to catch the silvery fish, 
since the various areas can be 
fished only until a government- 
set quota is reached. 

Most of the herring fleet are 
fishing off lower east coast of 
Vancouver Island where the 
quota is 40,000 tons. é 

In six days 16,000 tons were 
landed, which means the quota 
of 40,000 tons should’ be ‘reached 
before the middle of the month. 

Most boats are from Vancou- 
ver, but about half a dozen pack- 
ers from Victoria are in the area. 

Price is $7.40 a ton—the same 
as last year—plus a company 
contribution of 10 cents a ton to 
the fishermen’s welfare fund.

The gambling propositions 
were among 164 constitutional 
amendments, referenda and init- 
iatives on the ballots in 34 states. 

Californians swamped a pro- 
posal to legalize gambling under 
state control. Sponsors had esti- 
mated the state would get at least 
$30,000,000 a year in gambling 
tax revenue earmarked for wel- 
fare costs. 

Massachusetts apparently de- 
feated a lottery plan sponsored 
by a society for old-age pensions. 

Montana voted strongly against 
& proposal to legalize slot ma- 
chines. 

A plan to legalize gambling 
under state control was rejected 
in Arizona. 


Air Attack 
On Capital 


TOKYO (UP)—A huge U.S. / 


aerial armada destroyed 90 per 
cent of the North Korean 
refugee capital of ‘Sinuiju on 
Red China’s doorstep today 
with a record 632-ton fire raid. 

Seventy-nine B-29s and some 


225 fighters smashed at Sinuiju, | 


which is just across the Yalu 
River frontier from Manchuria, 
with 85,000 incendiary bombs, 
24 high-explosive bombs, napalm 
(flaming gasoline), rockets and 
machine-gun bullets. 

Ten eof the Superfortresses 
dropped 12 100-pound demoli- 
tion bombs on the first spans of 
of each of the city’s two double- 
tracked railway across 
the Yalu to the Manchurian 
city of Antung. The other B-29s 
‘all carried fire bombs. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur or- 
dered the first co-ordinated 
bomber-fighter attack of the war 
in an attempt to knock out the 
principal North Korean receiving 
point for supplies and troops 
pouring into North Korea from 
Communist China. 

A radar observer in one.of the 
final waves of B2s said it 
‘looked like the atomic bomb had 
hit there.” Smoke mushroomed 
21,000 feet over the stricken city, 
refuge of North Korean Premier 
Kim Ilsung and his govern- 
ment. 

The raid came as United Na- 
tions ground forces, buttressed 
by the arrivel of the U.S. 3rd 
Division, advanced all along both 
the northwest and northeast 
fronts in preparation for new 
offensives.

(AP)—Ali 22 
persons aboard a Northwest 
Airlines plane which crashed 
in mountains six miles east of 
here were reported dead by 
ground parties which reached 
the scene today after wading 
through deep snow. 

After a survey of the burned 
wreckage, routine clearance was 
obtained. from Coroner Kyle 
Scott at Whitehall to bring the 
bodies here. 

The big airliner with 18 pas- 
sengers and a crew of four dis- 
appeared Tuesday in a blizzard 
shortly after it had left Helena, 
Mont., headed for Butte. It was 
bound from Chicago to Seattle. 

Several residents in the dense, 
mountainous country reported 
hearing a “terrific explosion.” 

A helicopter spotted the 
wreckage this morning, about 
200 yards below the backbone 
of the continental divide.

Alpine Guides

Airliner Wreck 


CHAMONIX, France (Reuter) 
—Four French Alpine guides to- 
day reached the wreck of an In- 
dian Constellation airliner just 
below the summit of 15,781-foot 
Mont Blanc, where it crashed 
with 48 persons aboard Friday. 

The guides had struggled on 
through the deadly hazards of 
biting cold, blizzards and ava- 
lanches because an order to aban- 
don the quest, dropped to all res- 
cue partiesby parachute, had not 
reached them. 

Binocular-equipped watchers in 
Chamonix saw them move around 
the wreckage and then ski down 
to a refuge hut where they had 
spent the night. 

There was no hope here that 
the guides might have found 
someone—alive in the Air-India 
Constellation because it was 
thought no one could survive five 
nights in temperatures about 58 
degrees below zero.
